New York, Xov. 24.—Tho World's Ha- 


vana ipoclal declares tho Competitor prls- 
ontrs havo lioen tried by court martial In 
Fortress Laoabana In splto of Consul Uon- 
ornl Lee's ofOolal protest fllod just bofore 
be left Havana. Despite Secretary Ol- 
noy's intimation of disapproval tho Com- 
petitor's crow and Melton, the American 
nuwspapcr correspondent, were tried by 
druiuRhead court martini with no repre- 
sentative of the United States present nnd 
tho prisoners wore allowed .iclthor inter- 
preter nor counsel. It Is expected all 
members except those proven to bo Amer- 
ican will bo shot, and that tho Americans 
will bo sentenced to Imprisonment ih the 
Spanish penal station off tho coast of 
Africa. 


The Story an Viewed In Wiwblnirton. 
Washington, Nov SI.—Inquiry at the 


state department develops tho fact that 
officials are loth to believe tbo Htory Irimi 
Havana of the summary trial of tho Com- 
petitor prisoners. 
Under our treaty with 


Spnln there nro provisions for publicity in 
all trials and representation by counsel. 
It Is believed the Havana authorities 
would not so flagrantly violate this Agree- 
ment. From Spanish sources It IH learn- 
ed that thu nature tit tho proceeding has 
been misconstrued. 
Tho men wore not 


actually on trial but aro undorROinK a 
preliminary examination. Inquiries are 
also being made In thla country us to tho 
oitlyenship of tbo men. It is declared 
there Is no intention of dealing with the 
Competitor prisoners harshly or unjust!:*.

"I cannot form n »«ry accurate iflea 


of tho amount of gold used in gold leaf 
and gold foil in thw country," said u 
manufacturer of thlB material, "but it 
Is a big quantity. J'rolwtoly a dentist, 
could give you a better idea than I can. 
Gold foil is used almost entirely by 
dentists in filling- teeth; gold leaf is 
used in gilding, book binding: and oper- 
ations of that sort, bn&ldcs the show 
that is made of acres and acres of gilded 
siguo spread before the public in one 
way and another. 


"The quantity of gold »spd in gold 


leaf is at leaat t\\ice as great as thnt 
used In foil, in sj>it<> of the fact thafctho 
leaf in so much thinner than the foil. 
A skilled man can hammer out 
20 


ounces of gold foil in n day, whileit will 
tnkc him a woek to make two ounce's 
of gold leaf, because it is so much thin- 
ner. This work has always been don« 
by hand, probably iilways will be. A 
single thickness of gold foil such as 
dsutieta use—to the ordinary observer 
that seems thin enough, in all con- 
science—will make an entire book ot 
gold leaf." 


"How much gold foil do the dentists 


use?" I inquired. 


"Well," he replied, "I should think 


that they use. on an average a-bout 50 
cents' worth of gold per 
cavity, as 


teeth go. Some aro bigger, sonic ore 
smaller. This bottle," and he held up 
a vial Mich .18 dent-ints, keep their gold 
in, "holds some four dollars' worth of 
foil, and thnt would make about eight 
fillings of the average size." 


If the average cavity bored ou* by 


t.be industrious American dentist with 
such extreme discomfort to the suffer- 
ing patient contains 50 cents' worth of 
gold, how much gold do all the, millions 
of cavities so constructed employ?

Tt would melt 
Up into four etilics two feet in width, 
depth and height.

A 
slenderer front tooth 12 or 13 feet high

First and foretnobt among the new 


ityles ot petticoats are those made oi 
ilk of every sort and description of 
bat fabric, from those silk* chosen, 
rom tho bargain counters for as little 
as 35 cents a yard to the really band- 
some and correspondingly expensive 
arietiea. Every 
brocade 
silk, not 


satin, is pressed into service. But this 
ost must have a great deal of what is 
mown as the body to it to make it de- 
lirable, for the great thing with all th« 
petticoats this year is to ha.ve them act 


idealized bustles or hoopskirts. 


There may be a slight diminution in 
K17.K of the skirts for the cloth gowns, 
nit from five to six yards is not consid- 
ered too wide, and this width around 
ho bottom of the skirt roust be kept 
out front the iect as much as ever. All 
the lining- and the iceds that can be 
put in the skirt of a gown will not 


nftice to make it stand out as it should, 


consequently what is worn underneath 
must needs be adapted for that pur- 
io,se. 


There are mniiy sales at the different 


lending establishments of silk petti- 
coats, some of which are well worth 
buying, but great care should be exer- 
cised in choosing them, for often they 
ire so narrow that they will crack and 
riplit after being worn two or llirec 
Jmes, besides which the.ir lack of 
width makes the gtmn fall in instead of 
out. The best pattern of tho new 
skirt has a Spanish flounce — or it 
might be more correct to sny a bins 
bounce—put on half way up the skirt 
and finished with three or four little 
nifties. This, makes two thicknesses 
of silk, the skirt itself and the flounce, 
which is not the case with the Spanish 
flounce, which has but one thickness. 
Thus the little ruffles stand out and the 
flounce itself is so full that it measures 
nearly twice as much as the skirt it> 
self. Sometimes three or four overlap- 
ping flounces are put on, but this has n 
tendency to be cumbersome and heavy. 
The best plan is the one flounce falling 
over a big ruche on the bottom of tho 
skirt itself and trimmed with bias or 
straight bands of lace insertion, either 
black or white.

THE ART OF NEEDLEWORK. 


Mwt a«wto( I* 111 Ormt no Accompllnlg. 


mrnit iu Ever. 


The complaint is often made that the 


art of needlework belongs to thOpast; 
that with HO many peaceful arts of the 
years gone by it has been superseded by 
the genii of machinery. The secrets of 
Aladdin's lump for rearing1 palaces in » 
single night aro almost within the pos- 
sibilities of modern man. The theory 
of many people is that nil the gentle 
handicrafts of old must give way to in- 
vention, nnd that machinery can tlo all. 


Whatever progress has so for been 


made in this direction, we have not yet 
arrived at the point when we can afford 
to do away with Hie steel needle, which 
was the wonderful invention of a- few- 
centuries ago, for all the garment* of 
Helen of Troy, all the gorgeous court 
robes of the court of Charlemagne, all 
the beautiful gowns of (jtilncvcrc were 
made, with wooden thorns. At best, 
they were but basted together, in n 
style that a beggar of to-day would 
despise. The 
machine 
supplements 


the needle, and, 
ttrangely enough, 


since the. time of Kilns Howe there has 
been hut little change in the scope of 
machine, work. In spite of the vast 
improvements over the first clumsy 
model, there has licen no new Btitch. 
We have nothing I hat takes the place 
of the hand hem, nothing that gathers 
in as perfect a manner us the band- 
gatherer, though most machines have 
some sort of an attachment by which 
an awkward kind of gathering is ac- 
complished. 
We have no machine 


stitch that can darn, or do the ovcr-and- 
over stitch so necessary in the making 
of piilow-caaes and sheets. No neat 
housekeeper is content to have the sel- 
vages of her pillow-case cottons sewed 
up in a seam, though this is the way 
they arc manufactured in the- shops. 


The neat seamstress In as useful am? 


ns necessary as »hc ever was, yet for 
some reason or other there is a disposi- 
tion to neglect the education of girls in 
the nrt of needlework. 
Charity sewing 


schools, it is true, havo been started iu 
various large cities to meet the contin- 
ual demand for exjiert seamstress 
work. Hut. in spite of them, the fact re- 
mains that the expert and capable 
seamstress ia one of the most inde- 
pendent, of modern workers, and is 
more secure of her work because she 
has more demands on her time than she 
can possibly meet. If she rises to that 
height in her calling where she unites 
taste with judgment and some business 
ability, she can command n. fortune as 
a dresHimiker. This is true, indeed, of 
tvcry trade, in the world, but it is espe- 
cially noteworthy in this branch of 
woman's work. No inequality of pay 
disturbs her. 
No trades union is nec- 


essary, for there is little competition 
for her to meet on the highest plane in 
such work as hers. 


The great shops contend ns sharply 


for their expert women as they do for 
expert men, and pay them fully as 
high a price. It is not, to the higher 
chisu of needlework, where the knowl- 
edge of the skilled cutter is united to 
that of the needlewoman, 1liat we re- 
fer so much as to the: Kiidple seamstress 
"who knows only the simple stitches 
tn-ught in the sewing school, but who 
knows them 
thoa-oughly and well. 


Stiehaworkerasthis,whodoe«her work 
w 1th exactness, can always command a 
fair price nnd continual work. There 
is Hcarccly n village nnd no great city 
where there is such a superfluity of 
mich workers as these. What becomes, 
then, of the cry of the sweatshop anil ol 
the suffering seamstress, of which we 
hear dally and hourly? 


It must be answeiixl that, these peo- 


ple, are not exact workers. They are 
incnpubles, who have picked up their 
culling from necessity, nnd not from 
any genuine desire to excel in it. They 
have never learned to do any work ex- 
actly and thoroughly. 
They arc mere 


human machines, in the power of over- 
seers, because of their own incapacity. 
They arc not the lens to be, pitied, not 
the less to be hel|icil and lifted out of 
their slavery. But their woes are not 
thone which would assail a capable and 
intelligent seamstress. The chief rea- 
son of the scarcity of exact workers in 
this calling is the same that applies to 
all trades, those of men as well as w*m- 
en. People do not do their work be- 
cause of love for it or respect tor it, but 
because of the fee. "If your work is 
first with you nnd your fee second, 
work Is your master and the lord of 
work, who ia God. But if your fee is 
first and your work second, fee is your 
master and the lord of fee, who is the 
devil."—N. V. Tribune.
